I did not want to disappoint 
my niece who had never been 
to Newport and was looking to 
this weekend, and I must ad- 
mit. also, I love Newport my- 
self As we waited to board the 
plane, I told her about our trip 
from the White House with the 
President. While we were stand- 
ing o: the White House lawn 
waiting for the helicopter to 
descend I !>ocamc so fascinated 
by its hovering that I forgot 1 
had my hair piled a foot high 
in one of the last of the bee 
hive hair arrangements. When 
the wind from the propellers 
hit my head, the entire struc- 
ture shifted and went stream- 
ing out from the back of my 
iiead like a wind socket. 

Rut that minor disaster did 
lot scratch the excitement of 
being in the helicopter with the 
President for a five minute trip 
to Andrews Field, and then on 
an Air Force plane which land- 
ed us at Quonsct Naval Station 
across the bay from Newport. 
In another helicopter we land- 
ed on the green lawn of Mrs. 
Kennedy's mother’s house, 
Hammersmith Farm, which was 
just across the road from Mr. 
and Mrs. John Barry Ryan’s 
house, our destination aigain 
this year. 

Newport is one of the oldest 
towns on the Fast coast, first 
settled in the 16th century. It 
was founded by refugees from 
Massachusetts who went there 
in search of religious and poli- 
tiral freedom. In the old town 
there is still standing a beauti- 
ful Protestant churlh as well as 
a famous synagogue, both care- 
fully preserved by the Histori- 
cal Society. The old town is a 
mixture of charming 18th cen- 
tury houses that are becoming 
so fashionable that it may turn 
into a Georgetown with lovely 
shops from Boston and New 
York which cater to the sum- 
mer visitors 

Around 1880 New York and 
Boston millionaires began to 
vie with each other in building 
marble palaces on Bellevue 
Avenue Now the Breakers, one 
of the old Vanderbilt houses 
opens to the public and almost 
a million people come to see it 
every year. Another Vanderbilt 
house. Beaulieu, has been 
bought by Mr. and Mrs. Wiley 
Buchanan. He was the former 
protocol officer under Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, and it was 
they who igave a large dinner 
dance in 1 Minor of the French, 
Spanish and Greek ambassa- 
dors and their wives the night 
that we arrived. 

There were lots of friends 
from Washington and all over 
the country. This large house 
is perfectly arranged for enter- 
taining as there are four draw- 
ing rooms leading from a big 
black and white marble floored 
entrance hall.
